Los Angeles City Attorney 
Burt Pines wanned holiday 
partygivers about the legal 
dangers of serving drinks to 
obviously intoxicated per¬ 
sons who then drive away 
from the party and cause an 
accident 

“Nobody likes to be called 
a Scrooge on the first day 
of the Christmas season,” 
Pines said, “but anyone who 
hosts a party should be 
aware of his or her potential 
legal responsibility lor a per¬ 
son who has too many and 
hits the road. Sometimes tlie 
drinker hits someone else be¬ 
fore getting home. The per¬ 
son who gets hit may be able 
to sue the partygiver .under 
recent legal developments. 

“Just last month, in the 
case of Coffman v. Kennedy, 
a California appeals court 
held that a host who fur¬ 
nishes drinks to an Intoxi¬ 
cated person at a private 
party may be responsible for 
Injuries caused to an inno¬ 
cent third person as a result 
of drunk driving,” F*ines 
noted. 

“This whole area of third- 
party liability for serving 
Intoxicated persons has been 
expanding since the land¬ 
mark Vesley v. Sager ruling 
in 1971, which held that a 
bar owner can face civil 
liability for serving some¬ 
one who is obviously intoxi¬ 
cated,” he said.

Pines 
noted, because of the diffi¬ 
culty of getting persons to 
testify against their host. 

Pines indicated that this is 
an area where potential civil 
liability may serve as a more 
effective deterrent than than 
criminal sanctions. 

The City Attorney conclud¬ 
ed that his goal was “to 
encourage everyone to act 
resjxxnsibly at parties and 
thereby cut down on holi¬ 
day drunk - driving deaths 
and Injuries.” 

In the past. Pines has 
warmed City officials about 
the potential liability the 
City may face in the event 
employees leave holiday of¬ 
fice p>arties In an Intoxicated 
condition, and then drive.

Dear Parents: 

I have decided to seind you 
a letter ajid ask for your 
cooperation and help as it 
relates to monitoring televi¬ 
sion programs that your chil¬ 
dren watch, and television 
in general. 

It has been found that the 
“average high school grad¬ 
uate has witnessed over 
100,000 acts of violence on 
television and has observed 
over 13,000 murders on tele¬ 
vision programs.” In addi¬ 
tion, the National Commis¬ 
sion on the Causes and Pre¬ 
vention of Violence (1968) 
noted that "... a constant 
diet of violent behavior on 
televtslQn has an adverse 
effect on human character 
and attitudes . . . (and) . . . 
encourages violent forms of 
behavior ” 

The principals and admin¬ 
istrators, teachers. Board of 
Education mem b e rs, and 
many parents In our school 
district are concerned about 
the undue emphasis on vio- 
leivce and sex lj» prime-view¬ 
ing time, and they are In¬ 
terested in reducing the 
number of hours that chil¬ 
dren view these programs. 
Such a reduction would net 
only lessen their exposure to 
simuated acts of violence, 
but would also give them the 
periods of quiet needed for 
the successful completion of 
homework assignments. Chil¬ 
dren’s entertainment, free 
of course, the responsibility 
time activities, and time 
given to studies at home are, 
of the parents. 

I recommend that you turn 
off the television set or at 
least one hour each evening 
to help students give their 
full attentkwi to homework 
and other school studies. 

The school prlncl pals, 
teachers, and I are asking 
parents’ help to establish 
new viewing habits which 
will be doubly productive. 
Not only will the exposure 
to television be cut back, hut 
the time spent on quiet study 
should make a marked dif¬ 
ference In each child’s aca¬ 
demic success level.

answer — And listen. 

— If your child is interest¬ 
ed in something, eJicourage 
liim to talk about it — while 
you listen. You may hear 
stories five times longer , 
than they should be, but 
that’s how you’ll find CMit , 
what interests your child. , 
That’s how your child will 
get comfortable using lang¬ 
uage. 

— Think about giving your j 
child an extra half hour or 
so after bedtime — if he’s 
In bed reading. 

— Read stories aloud to 
young children. Talk about 
the characters and their 
problems. Ask, “What would 
you have done?” Have the 
child guess what hapjiens , 
next and see how things turn 
out. Besides reading, think¬ 
ing, and using, language, this 
activity also produces a spe¬ 
cial closeness between parent 
and child that’s not easy to 
reach in other ways. 

— When children are a 
little older, you can still read 
with them, but take turns. 
You read a page (or a para¬ 
graph) and the child reads 
a page (or a paragraph). 
Tliis is so important that it 
shouldn’t matter at all if you 
get bored. ’The reward for the 
bored parent is down the 
road a little ways. Just think 
of that and be patient. 

— If the parents read, 
cha,nces are the children will. 

— If your child wants to 
share anything he writes, be 
Interested. 

— Show an interest in 
your child’s homework. Go 
beyond encouraging neatness 
and good work. "Try to sup¬ 
port the value of what your 
child is doing. 

— Take trips to the lib¬ 
rary with younger children. 
Help them to feel comfor¬ 
table there. 

— Fight that televisoon 
set! Limit children’s TV 
viewing to 1% hours per 
day. 

— Let TV viewing be a 
reward for reading. 

— Let there be no TV at 
all until homework Is done! 

— Finally, censor the IV 
your children watch. ’There 
are some good things that 
you con encourage them to 
see, but there are a lot of 
programs that you should 
protect them from.

A risk-benefit concept is 
prevailing . . . potential risk 
of consuming a relatively 
small amount of chemical is 
balanced with the obvlou.s 
benefits of abundant food. 

Saccharin, swallowed in 
huge doses, may have caused 
cancer in Canadian' male 
rates, but obese people and 
diabetics have used it as a 
synthetic sweetner in small 
daily amounts for' more than 
80 years . . . ,not ill effects. 
The risk - benefit ratio here 
Is decidedly in favor of let¬ 
ting diab^ics have their 
sweetener.

Q. — I have a little over 

■ 100 shares of Chase Man- 
' hattan Bank which I have 

owned for many years. I 
. have read a number of ar- 
' tides about the New York 
^ Banks which have caused 
- me to be concerned and 
I wonder what you would sug- 

■ gest I do. Income is impor¬ 
tant to me; but I guess at 
this time, I am more con¬ 
cerned about safety of prirv- 
cipaL 

A. — Chase Manhattan is 
one of the banks which lent 
money on a number of real 
estate ventures that ran into 
difficulties, From all I can 
i-ead, these problems are 
being worked out but it may 
take three or four more 
years before the .negative ef¬ 
fects are removed. If we 
should develop a poor eco¬ 
nomy in that period, that 
work-out time might be 
longer. Some other problems 
that are discussed in ar¬ 
ticles seem to me to be mote 
possible, negative develop¬ 
ments than certain. 

At this time it seems un¬ 
likely that your capital is in 
danger. It may be that since 
earnings are unlikely to re¬ 
cover rapidly that the price 
of the stock will do less well 
than some other stocks. As 
far as Ihe dividend is con¬ 
cerned, it would appear that 
it is likely to continue at 
the present rate. 

Q. — I have been trans¬ 
ferred to a new city and 
would like to join an invest¬ 
ment club. Would you please 
give me the .names of some 
clubs in my reighborhood 
that I could Join. 

A. — Unless you are well 
known to one or more mem¬ 
ber of an existing invest¬ 
ment club, it is very diffi¬ 
cult to Join one. Investment 
clubs have a small member¬ 
ship, usually 10 to 20 In .num¬ 
ber. Each member of the 
club usually has a friend or 
two who has asked him to 
sponsor him into his club

While you are new in your 
city, starting an Investment 
club is not dlfllcult.

You’ll 
be surprised hew quick you 
have ten or twelve people 
that want to get started. Set 
a meeting time at your home 
to talk over the idea of get¬ 
ting the club going; and if 
you need more members at 
that time, you’ll have quite 
a group that will be helping 
you recruit. 

Q. — I have shares in IBM 
and read the note in the An¬ 
nual Report about the law 
suits that the compainy is 
contending with. It seems 
like the possible costs could 
put the company out of busi¬ 
ness. I think I will sell my 
stock. 

A. — The law Siults that 
IBM and many other cor¬ 
porations face are very for¬ 
midable.
